Che ‘Bus Traffic. 


The remarkable growth of the ‘bus 
traffic in Ireland was impressed on me 
on Sunday morning while I was waiting 
at O’Connell Bridge, Dublin, for a ‘bus 
to take me to Navan. While I was stand- 
ing at the corner of Aston’s Quay shortly 
after nine o'clock, 'buses seemed to be 
leaving for all parts of the country. One 
was bound for Athlone, another for far- 
off Ballina, a third for Cavan, and so on; 
and they all seemed to be filled with 
travellers. I went as far as Navan in the 
Cavan ’bus, and I must say that it was a 
very. comfortable journey. The road was 
excellent, the ’bus ran smoothly, and the 
fare was reasonable. I should not like to 
use a "bus for a very Jong trip; but for 
my purpose it was ideal, 


Along the Boyne. 


the Boyne to Slane— 
‘‘sleepy Slane,’’ as the lovely little vil- 
lage is known. To anybody who is fond 
of a good walk I can recommend this 
excursion with confidence. Just now the 
country in County Meath is looking won- 
derful., Right along the winding river 
burgeoning trees of every variety provide 
a magnificent pageant of colour and the 
banks of the accompanying canal are gay 
with abundant primroses. At one point, 
where an old ruined castle rises above the 
banks of the river, I almost thought for 
a moment that I was on the Rhine; and 
right along to Slane every bend in the 
stream brings some new and delightful 
surprise. My previous experiences of the 
Boyne had been confined to legends of 
King “Billv,” and to a fleeting glimpse 
of the river’s mouth from the Belfast train 
crossing the viaduet at Drogheda. But 
now that I know it better, I mean to go 
back, and walkers who are looking for new 
ground to cover could not do better taan 
make. the trip from Navan to Slane, and 
thence to Drogheda.

Sleepy Slane. 


Slane itself is a most interesting little 
place. I made the acquaintance there of 
the proprietress of a hostelry who, I be- 
lieve, is the last descendant of Sir 
Christopher Fleming, the first Norman 
Lord of Slane. She told me that very few 
walkers came that way. At Navan I had 
heard that only one resident of the town 
—a former bank manager—ever had 
walked as far as Drogheda, and it seems 
that the people of County Meath are poor 
pedestrian < My informant at Slane, 
however, told me of .one conspicuous ex- 
ception, now dead. He was a man named 
Michael Elms, a bootmaker by trade, and 
his favourite walk was fxom Slane to 
Dublin and back. He used to start from 
the village at about seven in the morning, 
tramp into the city, and having replen- 
ished his stock of leather, walk back to 
Slane in the afternoon, arriving home 
before midnight. Slane is just 28 miles 
from. Dublin by the shortest route, so Mr. 
Elms must have been a particularly stout 
fellow. He neither smoked nor drank; 
but even for a total abstaimer 56 miles in 
a day is pretty good. 


Wheel versus Foot. 


While at Slane I met a survival of 
what now seem to be ancient days in the 
shape of a Cyclists’ Touring Club. There 
were about a dozen young men, most of 
them clad in shorts and sweaters, whose 
plan for the day was to ride ninety-eight 
miles. They al] had semi-racing machines, 
and told me that they could maintain an 
easy average of 12 miles an hour. With- 
out exception they expressed supreme con- 
tempt for the motor car, and although my 
companion and I tried to convince them 
that our method of touring was best of 
the lot, they kept their faith pinned to 
the bicycle, and before we had reached 
Drogheda that evening, I was beginning 
to think that, perhaps, they were not so 
far wrong after all. A walk of nearly 20 
miles with a companion whose-legs are 
about six inches longer than one’s own is 
an experience which one does not forget 
readily, even if he happens to be the most 
entertaining and stimulating of talkers. 
We did those last four miles in one hour 
precisely, and a bicycle, or even a wheel- 
barrow, would have been a God-send

Garly Telegraph Rates. 


In raising the price of private tele- 
grams from a shilling to one-and-sixpence 
the Free State Government has gained the 
unenviable distinction of having the 
highest telegraphic charge of any country 
in Europe. The new rate means that 
bos in the Free State will have to pay 

fty per cent, more than in the early days 
of despatching messages along the electric 
wire—even before the Government thought 
of buying out the various commercial com- 
panies—which in the middle years of last 
century were earning immense profits, 
and carrying on a competition fiercer than 
is being waged to-day by any rival in- 
terests. | . 

Many years before the Government 
thought of taking over the telegraph 
system, the Electric Telegraphs Company, 
incorporated in 1846, which confined its 
activities mostly to the railways, fixed its 
tariff at a shilling for twenty words inside 
a fifty-mile radius, plus a shilling for each 
additional fifty miles to 4s. for 150 miles. 
To Dublin the charge vas 5s., including 
free delivery within half a mile of the 
Post Office. 


Reduced Working Expenses. 


Had charges been higher it is question- 
able if the telegram would so soon have 
become a public institution. In the period 
from 1855 to 1868 the number of messages 
transmitted between offices in the United 
Kingdom increased from 1,017,529 to 
5,781,989, or an average increase of 16.56 
per cent, Another important fact in 
making the new idea catch on was that 
the working expenses were reduced in a 
progressively larger ratio. In 1859 the 
average annual expenses were 28. 2d. per 
message, or more than 65 per cent. of the 
receipts, while in 1869 they had fallen to 
ls. Oid. per message, or about 51 per cenf. 
of the receipts. 

Edinburgh Chamber of Commerce was 
the first, in 1856, to see the advantage to 
the community which would result from 
making the telegraphs a State property. 
Soon the other commercial bodies, sup- 

rted by the Press, took up the matter; 
but it took fully a dozen years’ vigorous 
propaganda to make the Government 
realise the benefits which would follow 
from State purchase, : 


Chocolate Profiteering. 


A friend tells me that the other evening 
at a certain Dublin theatre he was 
charged 5s. for a pound box of chocolate, 
the standard retail price of which is 4s. 
in the Free State. 

This form of profiteering will not encou- 
rage the sale of chocolates in the theatre. 
People do not like objecting to extor- 
tionate charges in the presence of the 
audience, but they usually resolve to buy 
their boxes of chocolate outside in future. 


An Irish Singer. 


Miss Margaret Burke-Sheridan, who 
will be singing as prima donna in the 
Covent Garden opera season, was referred 
to by ‘‘Grampus’”’ on this page last 
Saturday as a Clonmel girl; but she was 
born, I am reminded by a correspondent, 
not at the Southern town, but at Castle- 
bar, Co. Mayo.

DANGERS OF SUN-

PLANETS. 


ME:CURT is in Superior Conjunction 

on the 3rd, and thereafter an even- 
ing star. At the end of the month he sets 
considerably more than two hours after 
the Sun, and may, therefore, be seen in 
the twilight low in the North West about 
6 pm. The Sun sets at 7.59. If the 
planet cannot be located with the naked 
eye, a pair of binoculars will help, 
especially if they are of the Galilean type, 
as this form is more economical of light 
than prismatics. On the evening of fhe 
20th he is in conjunction with the Moon, 
then 1 day and 8 hours old. If the 
weather is clear, the crescent Moon will 
be a guide to find the planet, which is 1 
degree North of her. 

Venus is out of sight. She is slowly 
approiching Superior Conjunction, and 
rises less than half-an-hour before the Sun. 
For the possessor of an equatoria) tele- 
scope it will be stil] possible to pick her 
up in daylight, even when quite close to 
the Sun s limb. As an exercise in the use 
of the equatorial instrument this is inter- 
esting, but for study of the planet the 
results will be nil, nothing being visible, 
as a rule, but a faint white disc; quite 
small and destitute of markings. 

Mars rises between 2 and 3 a.m., and 
will be little, if any, more visible than 
Venus. Jupiter is situated between 
Mars and Venus, and owing to his 
brilliancy will be more easily located than 
Mars. Towards the end of the month he 
rises an hour and a half before the Sun, 
and will be visible in the morning twi- 
light, a little North of East. 

Saturn will be in Opposition on June 
6th, and now is rising at or before 10 p-m. 
During the coming summer months he 
will be in an observable position, though 
never attaining a favourable altitude. He 
is, indeed, situated as the Sun is in 
December, and it will be several years 
before his position improves for northern 
observers. The observers, both private 
and professional, of whom there are now 
a good many in South Africa, Australia, 
and New Zealand, will have their oppor- 
tunity, of which, doubtless, they will 
make good use. Australia, with its dry 
and clear climate, is particularly suited 
for astronomical work, and there are quite 
a number of good telescopes there—some 
the work of the writer of these notes. The 
ring system of the planet is now widely 
open, and its markings well displayed. 
The satellites will not be well seen in 
Europe this year, as they require a good 
altitude and clear air to be seen to 
advantage. Titan, the largest of them, is 
nearly as big as the planet Mercury, and 
can always be seen in quite a small tele- 
scope ; but the others are only for fairly 
large telescopes and limpid skies.

New Moon on the 19th, at 1.14 p.m. 

First Quarter on the 26th, at 9.12 a.m. 

Besides the above mentioned conjunction 
with Mercury, the Moon will be near 
Saturn on the 17th, being 2 degrees south 
of the planet. There will be a Tota! 
Eclipse of the Sun, of a very unusual 
character, on the 19th. Totality will be 
visible only in a smal] semicircular area 
of the Antarctic Ocean, in latitude 60 
degrees South, and longtitude 20 d 
East. The Moon’s shadow only just 
touches the Earth, and the Sun will be 
totally eclipsed on the horizon, just as he 
rises, to set again at once, at noon of the 
brief day of the Antarctic winter. The 
partial phase of the eclipse is visible in 
Patagonia and South Africa, and partly in | 
Madagascar just before sunset. There are 
five eclipses this year: two of the Moon, | 
both total; and three of the Sun. Two of 
the five will be partly visible in Ireland, 
both in November next. 


THE SUN. 


There has been much solar activity 
lately, and large groups of spots have been 
abundant ; some visible to the naked eye. 
The activity may be expected to increase, 
es the maximum will be due at the end 
of this year. At such a time as the 
present it is interesting to watch the Sun 
at times when fog or thin cloud enables a 
view to be obtained without danger to’ 
eyesight. Ii a large spot is present, it 
may then be watched in comfort. The 
Chinese observed sunspots in this manner, 
and were aware of their existence 
centuries before Galileo discovered them 
with his telescope, and got into trouble 
with the Church authorities of his day 
for daring to assert that such things as 
spots were to be found on the immaculate 
orb of day. It is not advisable to 
look the Sun in the face, unless he is 
veiled enough, either naturally or arti- 
ficially, to do so without eye-strain. 
Various people have written to me about 
wonderful things they had seen on the 
Sun, after looking at him till thoroughly 
dazzled, Doubtless, strange things can be 
so seen. But they will be in the ob- 
server's eyes, not in the Sun. 

A week or two in a darkened room has 
sometimes been the penalty for looking too 
hard at the Sun, when people have been 
tempted to do so by.a partial eclipse. The 
eye was not designed to stand an excess 
of light, which will damage it as surely 
as an excess of heat will damage the 
hands, if put into the fire. There are 
several contrivances besides the familiar 
smoked glass, which will enable a safe 
view of the Sun to be obtained. A piece 
of used photographic negative, if dense 
enough, is excellent. If not dense enough, 
several pieces can be sandwiched together. 
Last June, in preparation for the Total 
Eclipse, many stationers sold pieces of 
card with eye-holes filled with col 
gelatine or celluloid, which was exce t. 
Many of these must be about. With one 
of them strapped over the eyes, the Sun 
could be viewed with a pair of binoculars 
without risk, and a very good view of the 
spots obtained. The spots change from 
day to day, almost from hour to hour ; 
and, with a telescope, changes may be 
seen often in a few minutes. 


THE STARS. 


As summer approaches, and twilight 

gins to bridge midnight and evening to 
meet morning, opportunities of studying 
the Starry heavens become scarce. Yet 
the summer stars have a beauty all their 
own. Instead of the cold, diamond spark! 
of the winter constellations, when, betwee 
the big stars, the background of the sky is 
powdered with the finest diamond dust, 
we have a pale sky, from which the day- 
light never wholly fades. The big stars 
shine out of it in lonely majesty, like 
great watching eyes, while at times a 
planet hangs low in the South, as Saturn 
this month and next. Lower still hangs 
the red Star of Scorpio, the gigantic 
Antares. If the crescent Moon is present, 
she is flung high in the West after sunset:

NOVA PICTORIS. 


The newspaper accounts of the “ split 
star’’ have pe cone considerable atten- 
t:on, and there have been some inquiries 
about where it is to be found. It is of 
little use to northern observers, being in 
Declination 50 South. It is, in 
fact, not far from the great star, Canopus, 
which never rises above any European 
horizon. One would have to travel at 
least as far as Khartum to-see it. In 
addition to its place, it is in no way a 
spectacular object. At present it is a 
star of the 9th magnitude, requiring a 
fairly powerful telescope to see it at all. 
But its interest to the student of the 
physics of the universe is out of all pro- 
portion to its apparent size. It is quite a 
usual thing for a Nova to throw of rings 
of nebulous matter, or to appear to do so; 
for we are not certain whether the 
nebulous matter was the result of the out- 
burst of the star, or was there already, 
and only made visible to us by the great 
blaze of light. There is also the possi- 
bility that the visibility may be due te 
excitation of the nebula by electric or 
magnetic influences radiated from the star 
as a centre of intense activity of these 
forces. 

These things, however, are usual, and 
to be expected, as after-effects tc the out- 
burst of a Nova. What is interesting 
and unusual is the appearance of splitting, 
or division of the star into two. But 
here again appearances may be misleading. 
There may have been—probably were— 
two stars all the time; and all that has 
happened is that they have moved 
sufficiently far apart for them to be 
optically separated by the power of the 
telescope. In other words, the star has 
been a binary star all the time. If this is 
so, time will tell. If the star is an 
ordinary binary, a few years will show 
that the components are moving m an 
orbit about their common centre of 
gravity in the manner usual with binary 
stars. If the two continue to move apart, 
it will be evident that we have here a 
genuine case of collision, and an important 
step will be gained in the explanation of 
the puzzling phenomenon of Nove. The 
stellar collision theory will be proved, as 
against that of a rush into a nebula.

CORK MUSICAL SOCIETY.’S 
BROADCAST. 


ACOUSTICS OF ST. FIN BARRE’S 
CATHEDRAL. 


In the broadcast sent out by the Free State 
stations last night—by Cork direct and by 
Dublin on relay from Cork—a concert of 
music by St. Fin Barre’s Oratorio Society, 
Cork, was included. The Society is conducted 
by Mr. J. T. Horne, Mus.B., A.R.C.O. 
Orchestral as well as choral music was given, 
the orchestra being led by Signor Grossi, of 
the Royal Irish Academy of Music. Mr. T. 
W. Magahy at the organ had an important 
part to play in many of the works. The 
concert began with Parry’s “ Blest Pair of 
Sirens,” a work that will outlast every other 
composition by Parry, except, perhaps, his 
“ Jerusalem,” which has become a. kind - of 
second national anthem in England. “ Blest 
Pair of Sirens” still is sung by, perhaps, a 
hundred choral societies; in the course of every 
musical season in England. Its neglect in 
Ireland is unaccountable. I have, however, 
seen it once in the music list for a Sunday 
afternoon Service at Christ Church Cathedral, 
Dublin. This reminded me of note ad- 
dressed to Parry by the late Sir George 
Martin, who was organist of St. Paul’s 
Cathedral, London. Martin wrote: “ You 
know that for some years "] have straggled 
with the Dean and Chapter about the ‘ Blest 
Pair,’ but they blushed so tremendously at the 
word ‘Sirens’ that I did not like to press 
them too hard! However, . . . we are, I am 
delighted to say, going to sing your Ode.” 

I assume, by the way, that last night’s 
performance took place in the Cathedral ; that, 
at all events, I took to be the reason why no 
pees was heard after the several parts of 
the concert. At the close of Mr. B. J, Dale’s 
Christmas hymn, '' Before the Paling of the 
Stars,” however, there was a sound not un- 
like that of applause: it was the rattling of 
hundreds of little coughs, which meant that 
those who were present had been holding their 
breath while listening with rapt attention to 
the exquisitely beautiful music of that work. 
It is not a hymn-“tune,” but a peaceful 
meditation on the Nativity, with organ and 

. - 
orchestral passages as important as those for 
the choir, Even ‘‘over the wireless’’ the 
work and its performance were most impres- 
sive. Among the other music heard in the 
relay of this concert. were the two movements 
of Schubert's “ Unfinished ”’ Symphony. Sir 
Hamilton Harty’s arrangement of the London- 
derry Air for orchestra and Two Psalms for 
chorus, strings and organ by Gustay Holst 
also were in the list; but Cork was cut off 
after Dale's work, and the rest of the night's 
broadcast was from Dublin studio.

Plans for Peace. 


The German Government s reply to Mr. 
Kellogg’s Note concerning the American 
outlaw war is a clever 
move. Germany has nothing to lose and 
everything to gain by acceptance of Mr. 
Kellogg's plan. Therefore, she gives it 
her whole-hearted support, and Herr 
Stresemann’s Note stands out in sharp 
contrast to ‘the last communication from 
the Frepch Government, which evaded the 
straight issue. The history of Mr. 
Kellogg’s proposals.is interesting. Last 
summer an American professor suggested 
to M. Briand, the French Foreign 
Minister, that something should be done 
to tighten the bonds between France and 
‘the United States; and he advanced the 
idea of a pact of perpetual friendship. 
‘M. Briand then. drafted a Note to the 
United States, indicating the willingness 
of France, to conclutle such’ a pact, and 
suggesting, in addition, that the two 
countries should make a formal renuncia- 
tion of war between them, Mr. Kellogg 
replied. to M. Briand in warm terms, 
welcoming his: proposal, but suggesting 
that it might be amplified into a pact

To this extent. the French 
point of view is quite logical; its incon- 
sistency lies in the fact that the sugges- 
tion for a bilateral pact between France 
and the United States originated in Paris. 
Is there any necessity for a second League? 
We see no reason why thé United States, 
like all the other Powers. 
accept the Geneva Covenant, or why, in 
order to give the Republican Party a good 
weapon: at the coming elections, the 
European States should revise their atti- 
tude towards the Covenant. Mr. Kellogg’s 
scheme provides no sanctions for the 
punishment of a defaulting contractor ; 


| the Covenant of the League makes ample 


provision for it. The one, as we see it, 


| is merely a pious declaration which any 
State in time of. emergency might ignore 


with impunity; the other, for all its 
faults,.does represent an honest attempt 
to minimise the dangers of international 
conflict.

The Forestry Bill introduced in Dáil 
Eireann by the Free State Minister for 
Lands and Agriculture is not without its 
critics. Mr. R. G. H. Russell, President 
of the Native Timber Merchants’ Federa- 
tion, has described it to our representative 
as wholly insufficient to the. country’s 
needs. —“ The country,” he said, “for 
years has waited patiently for some de- 
finite scheme of re-afforestation on a scale 
that would restore our woodlands within a 
reasonable time; and now we are given 
this inadequate measure.” Mr. Russell 
considers that '“ re-afforestation nowadays 
is essentially an undertaking for the 
State.” He suggested that the State 
should provide the young trees, expert 
supervision. and the greater part; of 
the cost’ of replanting. - “in re- 
turn the ‘State should become part 
owner of the new plantations.’’ We can- 
not agree with Mr. Russell without re- 
serve. It is true that the State must play 
a leading part in the work of bringing 
back. Ireland’s vanished trees; but the 
growing of the country’s timber crop is 
no more to be leit in the State’s hands 
than the growing of the country’s oats and 
potatoes. Divided ownership is a modifi- 
cation of the State. Socialism which offers 
neither the known benefits of private 
enterprise nor the theoretic advantages of 
public ownership. Ireland to-day needs in 
every walk of life a development of private 
initiative, “private responsibility and 
private industry. A thousand evils and a 
thousand needs are evident on every hand 
in a decadent country; but as they are 
discovered, always the cry goes up: 
education is necessary to fit a farmer s 
sons to find a living in their own country ; 
but the farmer demands that the State 
shall supply it. Fields once fertile are 
falling into bad conditions for want of 
drainage ; but the farmer must be paid by 
the State to drain his own land. Lands 
once sheltered are bare now to the four 
winds ; but their owner requires the State 
to plant and to preserve fresh shelter 
belts. Always it seems to be forgotten 
that State-conducted enterprises neces- 
sarily must lay a bigger burden on the 
taxpayer than private and direct action. In 
the great work of re-afforestation we have 
said that the State must lead—as, indeed, 
with its splendid forestry research station 
and highly-skilled forestry staff, it leads 
already. Yet its leadership will. be so 
much waste endeavour if án industrious 
and intelligent people fails to follow. 
When the old Irish love of trees, that 
filled story and song and the names of a 
thousand places with the musical names of 
trees, is re-awakened ; when the destruc- 
tive spirit of the present generation that 
expresses itself in the hewing. down of 
timber. whenever a piece of landed - pro- 
perty changes. hands is exorcised—then 


| the co-operation ‘of the nation will make 


the efforts. of statesmanship fruitful. Mr. 
Russell recalled the statement made in 
1923 that. the Free State’s supplies of con- 
vertible timber would last only fifteen to 
twenty years. Given the general desire 
for re-afforestation, the land might be 
rendered beautiful in foliave and rich in 
timber within the same period. There 
are few smal! holders in Ireland who could 
not plant one or two hundred trees next 
autumn.

Man and Dog. 


Men will do fine things for dogs—as 
fine sometimes as the things that dogs 
will do for men. A fortnight ago Mr. 
the novelist, lost his 
cocker spaniel among the Cumberland 
hills. Searching for rabbits, it vanished 


‘in the depths of a derelict lead mine. 


After a week had passed a party of men 
sent a terrier in pursuit of the lost 
spaniel, and followed it as far as a sheer 
drop into a huge cavity, where it dis- 
appeared.

He 
hurried to the mine and lowered himself 
by a rope into the cavity. As the old 
workings had been abandoned for three 
centuries, he braved unknown dangers. 
Having descended three sheer drops, with 
slight ledges between them, he reached the 
bottom -at a depth of ene hundred feet. 
Here large stones and loose earth 
threatened to bury him from moment to 
moment ; but: at: last, crawling forward, 
he found the terrier at the end of a 
passage. He could not creep into this 


Narrow passage, but, lying on his back, 


he persuaded the terrier to struggle 
through the opening into his arms. Then, 
holding his lamp in his right hand and 
the terrier under his arm, he contrived 
to draw himself to the surface. No 
doubt, the terrier felt that, as between 
dogs, he had done his mere duty by Mr. 
Walpole’s spaniel— “ Don’t mention it, old 
fellow; you would have done the same 
for me.’ No doubt, Mr. Pepper felt that, 
as between man and: dog—between the 
terrier and ‘himself—the same explanation 
was wholly adequate. Perhaps, if the 
spaniel had not owned a novelist, the 
story would have remained untold.

.THE EGYPTIAN CRISIS.

about British battleships going to Egypt. 
Sir Austen did not rise to the occasion. 
however, but coldly remarked that jh, 
would much prefer to confine his attention 
to what he had already said. It was 
understood this afternoon that the Foreign 
Office has received news from Cairo that 
Note, couched in friendly terms, was being 
prepared for transmission to London, and 
that on its receipt at the Foreign Office a 
Cabinet Council would be called tozether 
to consider it. 


The Government's Success. 


Considerable satisfaction was expressed 
in the Lobby and in political circles zene. 
rally that the strong line taken by the 
Government in regard to the situation in 
Egypt has been successful, and congraty- 
lations are offered to the Government, 
The ultimatum left no room for misunder: 
standing, and its effects have been as 
satisfactory as they were instantaneous. 
Sir Austen Chamberlain was consulting 
his colleagues to-day as to the new posi- 
tion created by the decision of the 
Egyptian Government to postpone con. 
sideration of the Public Assemblies Bill 
until the autumn; for he has now to de. 
cide whether this step will satisfy the 
demand contained in the ultimatum that 
an assurance should be given that “ the 
bill wil] not be proceeded with.” It is 
| thought, however, that, although the ‘bil! 
is nominally postponed, nothing further 
will be heard of it. 

The British Forces. 

Though there is a general feeling of 
relief at the solution of an awkward posi- 
tion on the Nile, those who know the 
Egyptian agitators’ psychology never 
doubted that a prompt climb down would 
ensue on the arrival of our Note, and the 
promise of a few warships. Besides the 
naval reinforcements on the way, we have 
in Egypt at the moment only a brigade of 


> 


strong R.A.F. contingent. The infantry 
and the cavalry are in the Canal zone, 
with one regiment each detailed for duty 
in Cairo. The airmen are stationed st 
Helmiyah, their duties being mainly to 
protect the civilian overland route to 
Mesopotamia and India. In the Sudan 
we have two line regiments at Khartum, 
and, while these troops are probably 
ample for all purposes, they would 
promptly be reinforced if need should 
arise. 


Soviet Gold. 


Sir William Davison is to ask the Home 
Secretary in the House of Commons to- 
morrow whether he is aware that nearly 
five tons of gold belonging to the Soviet 
Government is on its way to London in 
the British steamship Baltabor; and 
whether any steps will be taken to secure 
this, and any other bullion coming from 
the Soviet authorities, towards meeting 
its debts to British citizens. The gold, 
which is valued at more than half a 
million, reached London yesterday, and 
was taken to a bank. Only a week ago 
Soviet gold to the value of more than 4 
million pounds arrived for a British bank, 
and other consignments totalling about 
two million pounds, have been shipped to 
London this year. f 


A Ford Aeroplane. 


It is reported on good authority in 
the City, says the Kvening Standard, that 


begin the manufacture of light aeroplanes 
on a la scale in this country and 
America under an agreement with 
Handley Page, Ltd. Mr. F. Handley 
Page is at present in America, where he 
is understood to be making arrangements 
for the erection of a plant for this 
purpose. An announcement, it is under- 
stood, probably will be made on his 
return to London. The new aeroplane 
will be manufactured by mass production 
on a system similar to that which has 
built up the success of the Ford car. If 
will be sold very cheaply, and is expected 
to revolutionise the aeroplane industry in 
the same way In which the Ford car revo- 
lutionised the motor trade when it was 
first introduced. The price will make flying 
possible for almost everybody, and it is 
probable that a system of repair agencies 
and spare parts upon the lines of the 
present Ford motor organisation will be 


built up. 
The Croydon Air Port.

away towards the aerodrome. Should ther 
approach one another too closely, he can 
avert danger of collision by sending an 
order to change course, or, if a machine 
should be lost in the fog, he can show it 
by wireless direction-finding how to reach 
Croydon or the next best landing ground.

MR. CHURCHILLS | 
“CONCESSION. ' 


OIL PRICES REDUCED 
FROM TO-DAY. | 


Mr. Churchill, in the House of Commons 
last evening, announced his intention to 
Fropuse an amendment excluding kerosene 
from the oil duty imposed in the Budget. 
He said that he would have to consider 
how the loss of revenue could be made 
up. There was no question of going back 
en the concession in respect to sugar, and 
‘there was no question of putting further 
burdens on: motorists.

Following the withdrawal by the Govern- 
ment of the kerosene tax, the oil dis- 
tributing companies last night announced 
that their prices for kerosene oil -will be 
reduced as from to-day by fourpence per 
gallon. 


CONSERVATIVE OPINION, 
- The. Press Association’s Lobby Corre- 
spondent says: Mr. Churchill’s announce- 
ment of the complete withdrawal of the 
tax on paraffin gave the utmost satisfac- 
tion to the Ministerial rank and file, and 
particularly to those members who 
attended the Conservative protest meetine 
on Monday evening. 

Colonel Heneage, one of the seven 
members of the deputation to the Chief 
Government Whip, stated in the Lobby 
that the Chancellor had given ‘them more 
than they expected. Mr. R. 8.. Hudson, 
another member of the deputation, said 
‘that they were all grateful for the readi- 
ness with which the Government had 
listened to advice from its own friends. 
i This is the second occasion in the 
‘present Parliament on which Government 
decisions on questions of outstanding im- 
portance have been revised on the repre- 
sentations of the Conservative rank and 
file in the House of Commons. The other 
occasion was last year on the proposals for 
the reform of the House of Lords. 

Mr. Churchill’s . statemént ..that a 
chemical boundary has. been established 
which will safeguard the petrol 
‘against evasion, now that paraffin is to 
be excluded, is not accepted as cofvincing 
in all quarters. Some members say that 
it will be possible under the new formula 
to produce a duty-free oil. capable of use 
for motor cars, and that the Chancellor's 
concession will prove to be much more 
expensive to the revenue than he sug- 
gested.

NEW YORK. Monday. 

I do not know what to say about to-day. 
I am still in a flat spin, and every airman 
will know that is about as boneless 
dition as a man can get in. This weicome 
of ours has been so overwhelming. and so 
sign‘ficant in its suggestion of inter- 
national friendship, that I cannot do it 
justice. All I can say for my two 
comrades and myself is that we are grate- 
ful,. very grateful, and that we will carry 
the memory of it as long as We Jive. From 
the time that we started down the river to 
come into New York another way—wwe had 
already entered it by aeroplane and by 
train—through the remarkable $óri up 
Broadway, the reception at the City Hall, 
where so many kind “words were said about 
us; further, the journey through the 
wonderful city—it has beem an amaziny 
day. 

Certainly there is no other city in the 
world where such.a thing could be done 
with such whole-hearted enthusiasm and

I am stil] a little dazed by it. I do not 
suppose such receptions as have been given 
to us over here have been seen since the 
days of old Rome. The warmth, the fire 
and ‘the ‘beauty of it, and the pageantry: 
of it, with. such masses of people, make 
one think of the days when Rome was the 
greatest city in the world, and welcomed 
those who came back to her. 

It is not that I am trying to liken 
ourselves to Roman conquerors, but that, 
in its mass and enthusiasm, there has been 
nothing like these welcomes in the modern 
world. 

It was a new sensation to ride through 
Lower Broadway between those great 
buildings, which are so _ distinctively 
| American. We have seen them from the 
air, but this was the first time we have 
had an opportunity of seeing them from 
the bottom, and [ still am a bit worried 
as to why they do not fall down. We do 
not have such buildings at home, and they 
are a bit terrifying. 

That we were pleased by the warmth of 
our greeting there, and all along the ronte 
we followed, is. to express it very mildly. 
We were particularly gratified by the 
medals of state presented to us, and we 
wish to thank Governor Smith for them. 
He may not know it, but Al Smith is very 
well known in Eur and well liked 
there. They know him also as Al Smith. 


MAYOR WALKER’S WAY.

If the people’ in Europe and the people 
here will realise just how great was that 
moment when Captain Kéhl gripped my 
hand. and if this day makes people feel 
that the bitterness has been forgotten, our 
flight will have accomplished more than 
we had ever hoped that it could accom- 
plish. 

There is no room for bitterness in people 
who show such nobility’ of soul. Much 
greater than the welcome to us was this 
generous feeling, which we could not help, 
but which we feel all about us. 

I am glad to be here, glad for this 
welcome, and glad for all that it means.

NORTHERN MINISTRY AND AN 
EXPERIMENT. 


At a meeting of the Enniskillen Board of 
Conservators, Colonel Darley, D.S.0O., Chair- 
man, presiding, a letter was read from the 
Northern Ireland Ministry of Commerce with 
regard to the Board’s application for sanc- 
tion to undertake experimental netting of 
salmon. The Ministry stated that it would 
be quite prepared to give favourable con- 
sideration to the application if the Board 
would put up a definite proposal indicating 
exactly where, and for what period, the 
netting was proposed, and the type of the 
net, or nets, to be used. Its approval would, 
of course, be conditional on all salmon netted 
being returned to the water alive, in so far 
as that was practicable, and upon the ex- 
periments being conducted under the super- 
vision of a responsible member or servant 
of the Board. Perhaps, the Board would 
now proceed to formulate a definite proposal 
and submit it to the Ministry. 
A discussion followed, and it was pointed 
out that by returning all salmon alive to 
the water again, all chance of meeting the 
expenses would be null and void, and it was 
felt by the Board that it was not in a 
financial position to pay for the expenses of 
carrying out this scheme. 3 
On the motion of Mr. A. Anderson, J.P., 
seconded by Mr. Gillin, a resolution was 
passed, Colonel W. H. Barton, D,L., dissent- 
ing, regretting the Ministry's attitude, and 
stating that the Board could not pursue the 
matter unless the Ministry reconsidered its 
attitude towards the returning of the salmon 
_to the water, as the Board had not the 
financial resources to carry out the experi- 
ments without any return.

Sharp beat Higgs in the 
Covered Courts Championships not long ago, 
and repeated his victory in recent Davis Cup 
trials, I can, consequently, hardly imagine 
Higgs having much chance against a pla er 
like Lacoste, or, in fact, several first-class 
International players I could name, who have 
great power of return and pertinacity.

His 
game exhibits few fireworks, but his. guick- 
ness, activity and staying wer are 
tremendous, and these characteristics, “om- 
bined with an extraordinarily accurate back- 
hand, carry him frequently to victory.

BUTTER-MAKING ON THE 
FARM.

son and in dress. All utensils used for 

ding milk should be seamless and as 
smooth as ible inside to. facilitate easy 
cleaning. In the separation of cream the 
best results from using shallow are 
obtained by setting t milk from 
twenty-four to thirty-six hours in séamless 
pans about eighteen inches to twenty-four 
inches diameter and four inches to six inches 
deep. As the warm milk very readily 
absorbs odours, and dairy should be t 
clean and free from strong smelling sub- 
stances. The hand separator has the advan- 
tage over the shallow pan method by allow. 
ing a much larger proportion of butter-fat 
to be removed from the milk, and the cream 


is obtained in » sweet condition imme- 
diately after milking. 
When the s ator is used the tempera- 


ture of the milk should not be under 90 


deg.F., and so the best time to separate the 
milk is immediately after milking. It is 
important that the separator runs smoothly, 


e 

otherwise loss of fat will be sustained. 
Before making the butter the cream should 
be allowed to ripen, as it is then more easily 
churned, and the flavour and pene quali- 
ties of the butter are improved, e cream 
will ripen naturally, or tt may be hastened 
by the use of starters, but where it is de- 
sired to produce a fine flavoured butter of 
long keeping rties, a commercial] starter 
must be used. The temperature for churning 
varies according to season of the year, the 
temperature of the dairy, etc., but it should 
be so regulated that the butter comes in 
from twenty to thirty minutes.
